Rainforest a national treasure 


Why is it that Canada’s richest biomass is home to some of the country’s poorest people? Simple: clear-cutting

ook at a map of British 
[ cotati’ Pacific coast. On 

the strip between the ocean and 
coastal mountains, offshore winds 
carry moisture-laden air which is 
dumped onto the land. 

In spectacular fjords that rival 
any in Scandinavia, the most pro- 
ductive forests on Earth have pro- 
liferated over the past ten millen- 
nia. These are Canada’s temperate 
rainforests, containing the greatest 
biomass (weight of living things) 
of any ecosystem on the planet. 

Ancient giants — Douglas fir, 
Sitka spruce, red and yellow west- 
erm cedar — took root long before 
Columbus arrived in North

America and tower a hundred 
metres skyward. 

Once forming an unbroken 
mass, the temperate rainforest 
extended from California all the 
way north to Alaska. In the states 
of California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton, only small fragments remain 
as environmentalists and forest 
companies battle over the fate of 
the remaining 10 per cent. 

The temperate rainforest in 
southwestern British Columbia, 
from the U.S. border to Cape 
Caution across from the northern 
tip of Vancouver Island, has suf- 
fered the same fate. But a quarter 
of the world’s remaining intact old- 
growth temperate rainforest still 
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remains in B.C., mostly between 
Cape Caution and the Alaskan pan- 
handle (is anyone else as bugged 
as I am that we have this absolute- 
ly unnatural Alaskan appendage 
that takes up half of the B.C. 
coast?). 

In this region that occupies ar 
area half the size of France, is a 
minuscule population of some 
70,000 people. Eleven First 
Nations communities are sprinkled 
over the entire area in villages 
ranging from 80 _ people 
(Oweekeno) to 1,500 (Bella Bella) 
while non-First Nations people are 
concentrated in Prince Rupert, 
Kitimat, Queen Charlotte City and 
Bella Coola.

People living in China, India, 
southeast Asia, Ghana, Nigeria, 
indeed, most people in the world, 
would envy the inhabitants of this 
vast area of B.C. For a nation like 
China with more than a hundred 
cities of a million or more, 70,000 
people is a drop in an immense 
bucket. 

For thousands of years, many 
nations occupied this entire mid to 
north coast area, developing highly 
advanced cultures based on abun- 
dant salmon, herring, abalone, 
oolichan, halibut, eagles, bears, 
wolves, spruce and cedar. 

As forest companies prepare to 
move into this same area, the First 
Nations of the region demand to 
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have their lives and future recog- 
nized as the pivotal factor deter- 
mining the fate of the forests. 

We've already learned that cur- 
rent forestry practices are not sus- 
tainable; large clear-cutting opera- 
tions inject a one-time infusion of 
cash into the economy and compa- 
ny profits, but remove for genera- 
tions if not for good, those forests 
with all of their ecological services 
such as cleaning air and water, 
providing habitat for plants and 
animals like salmon and bears, and 
servicing esthetic, recreational and 
tourism demands. 

While the industry yo-yos 
between boom and bust, govern- 
ments throw huge subsidies to fail- 
ing mills (for example, several 
hundred million dollars to Skeena 
Cellulose in Prince Rupert) and 
increase pressure on the forests by 
reducing or suspending stumpage 
fees, easing environmental stan- 
dards and allowing raw logs to be 
exported. 

To people viewing this country 
from abroad, there is a fundamen- 
tal paradox. How is it that a tiny 
population living in one of the 
richest bioregions on Earth is 
among the most impoverished in 
the country? Something does not 
compute. 

While forest companies generate 
profits on increasingly rare high- 
quality timber, the people whose 
lands the trees come from live 
with 85 per cent levels of unem- 
ployment. 

And in non-native communities, 
there is little stability to ensure 
that generations of people will be 
able to enjoy the wealth that 
comes from the land and seas.

Downtown nightspot owners and their patrons plan to take on City Hall

City hall is reviewing business 
licences for Friedmann’s clubs The 
Rev, Lush and Therapy, an alcohol- 
free after-hours club. Licences for 
two other alcohol-free clubs, 
Climaxx and Evar After, are also 
being reviewed by the city. 

“The fact that they are making 
“this move on (all five) clubs really 

; “speaks to that agenda,” said Fried-

“I trust that you will take this 

matter seriously as it is a serious

“They want to clean up 
downtown. But does that mean we 
close down every club just 
because we're going to have some 
track and field here for a week or 
10 days?”

“We believe there is a move 
afoot to try and run ‘these places 
out of town. I have no confidence 
in the process because I have a 
strong belief that the fix is in. This 
is the facade of due process,” said 
Friedmann. \Friedmann opened 
his club, then known as The 
Bronx, 12 years ago. It has become 
a respected fixture in the city as a 
live music venue and dance club. 
The Rev has hosted such bands as 
Nirvana, Green Day and Our Lady 
Peace. “These people have an idea 
of what they think is appropriate 
entertainment: maybe for them it’s 
a night at the theat-ah, then a cou- 
ple of drinks before they retire for 
the evening. They discount that 
this is legitimate entertainment — 
just as legitimate as highbrow art,” 
Friedmann said. 

Pushor says she would have 
filed complaints whether the city 
were hosting the 2001 games or 
not. Hotel staff are “constantly” 
painting over graffiti. Guests have 
complained about noise from the 
clubs and patrons, and have said 
they won’t return to the hotel 
because they feel unsafe, Pushor 
said. The hotel has taken measures 
to improve security, she said. 

EPS has also received com- 
plaints from Cathedral Close, a 
seniors’ complex across the alley 
from The Rev, and the nearby 
Edmonton House hotel. Managers 
from Cathedral Close and Edmon- 
_ ton Bouse did not respond to 

interviews. 


Jongejan said the 2001 games 
have nothing to do with his 
requests that the city review 
licences for the ‘clubs. “I'd be deal- 
ing with this in the same way,” he 
said. “The problems with these 
place are well-documented . . . 
This is the Coast Terrace Inn get- 
ting complaints from their guests, 
this is Alberta House having trou- 
ble with graffiti, this is seniors at 
Cathedral Close who can't get any 
sleep. If these people are com- 
plaining, it’s really happening.” 

Friedmann says he has spent 
thousands of dollars trying to clear 
up the problems. Until February, 
his clubs had never been ticketed 
for noise violations. This summer, 
patrons began hanging out in an 
adjoining parking lot and police 
began ticketing the clubs. 

Friedmann and his staff began 
working with the owner of the 
parking lot to keep the area clean 
and they embarked on a client 
education campaign, asking 
patrons to keep the neighbours in 
mind and behave quietly outside 
the premises. At the end of 
October, they completed work to 
muffle sound escaping an emer- 
gency exit that faces Alberta Place 
and Cathedral Close. 

“We dramatically reduced the 
sound levels at. the end of October 
and I thought ‘wow. this is it — the 
monkey’s off my back,” said 
Friedmann. “All of a sudden there 
were no noise complaints, no 
nothing. Then one week we got 13

Leroy Chahley led a surprise

Traffic jammed with great performances 


Soderbergh deftly weaves multiple themes and characters

teven Soderbergh’s excellent 
Q in highly anticipated new 

film, Traffic, opens this week 
almost as a reflection of last 
year’s early standout, Magnolia. 
Both films weave many connect- 
ed stories, but Traffic’s are never 
really brought directly together. 
A film about the American war 
on drugs featuring Mexican car- 
tels, importers, the FBI, Mexican 
state cops and a new American 
anti-drug overlord, the various 
threads exist in parallel. 
Soderbergh’s film is carefully 
constructed, controlled and 
restrained and though it is not as 
pared down as The Limey, it is 
nowhere near the baroque 
Magnolia . It is also smart, play- 
ful and crammed with great per- 
formances from just about every- 
body. 

Traffic is formed using paired 
characters to build its overall 
framework and its themes: the 
Mexican state police paired with 








the FBI agents, the American 
smuggling family with the family 
of the new anti-drug czar. Basic 
but functional and it keeps things 
from getting messy. Benicio del 
Toro and hi§é partner are the 
Mexican state police in Tijuana 
who are caught in a struggle 
between the two major drug car- 
tels. Don Cheadle and Luis Guz- 
man are FBI agents who have 
busted up an American smug- 
gling operation by arresting a 
smal] time importer, who leads 
them to the bigger importer and 
his wife (Catherine Zeta Jones). 
Michael Douglas is a judge just

promoted to being the top cop in 
the war on drugs, whose daugh- 
ter has an addiction that flares as 
the film progresses. 

In most films the characters 
would become iconic representa- 
tions, but the level of character 
progression in so many is aston- 
ishing. They struggle with their 
ethical and emotional dilemmas 
and in every scene each charac- 
ter seems to come to some small 
realization that eventually leads 
to a larger change. At such a 
heightened nexus of change for 
so many people the tone of the 
film could verge on the hysteri- 
eal, or at least the melodramatic, 
but Soderbergh keeps it under 
wraps for the most part. 

Traffic was adapted from a 
British TV series by an American 
episodic writer, Stephen Gaghan, 
and there are a few moments 
where some characters seem to 
be delivering a writer’s speech 
rather than their own dialogue, 
but the moments are few and 
stand out because everything else 
seems so natural. Soderbergh’s 
process of shooting extended 
takes gets the actors to reach an 
emotional core that rings true, 
much like that other great

American independent, John 
Cassavetes. He has extended his 
ability to work with a few actors 
that was evident back in sez, lies 
and videotape to a larger scale, 
yet he keeps the intimacy. 

Like Magnolia, Traffic has a 
chain of influence and coinci 
dence — the actions of del Toro’s 
character come to affect Douglas’ 
character, for instance — but it is 
the causality of basic supply and 
demand. It is a simple principle, 
but the complexities are exam- 
ined with Douglas’ family giving 
us the demand and the rest of the 
film taking on the supply side 
Initially the various endings o! 
the film seemed obvious and sen- 
timental but the film isn’t pat and 
there isn’t any real finality, mere- | 
ly the closing of one incident, so 
another viewing is needed to re- 
examine it.

Director Robert Zemeckis says 
audiences won't go to movies 
unless they know what’s going to 
happen. 

This is your second warning. 

They call him Chuck Noland — 
shameless punsters, these movie 
folk — but of course Hanks repris- 
es his recurring role as Tom 
Hanks™. He's like Bill Clinton, 
really: we're drawn to his natural, 
easy-going charm even though he 
offers a hollow confection. Hanks 
whinged recently about how hard it 
was to have to act — that’s his job, 
by the way — without having other 
thespians to react to. That seems 
somehow disingenuous, since 
Hanks created this challenge for 
himself. While he’s on the island, 
he’s nearly up to it. 

When Chuck comes home, how- 
ever, a mediocre picture becomes 
banal. One might expect rage or 
anguish from Chuck. But Tom 
Hanks™ can’t get into anything 
really difficult without risking 
brand loyalty, so the most he can 
offer is a bad case of feeling 
bummed out. 

So strong is the impulse to 
demonstrate Chuck's pleasantness 
that he’s made to say things that 


Cast Away lacks a rudde 


are absurdly and intrusively dumb, 
given the circumstances. He apolo- 
gizes, for instance, to a friend for 
having missed his wife’s funeral 
and to Kelly for having got on the 
plane. Added to Hanks’ cireum- 
scribed dramatic abilities, this 
makes for a disappointing and 
lengthy denouement. 

Expect the usual heavy-handed, 
ham-fisted iconography. You know 
you're in Russia because the deliv- 
ery trucks are dirty (even the 
logos) and they’re tearing down 
Lenin’s image. You know that 
Chuck is at a crossroads because 
he's , . . standing at a crossroads. 
Wings? It has to be hope! 

Cast Away is intermittently 
entertaining and briefly moving, but 
offers far less than advertised. The 
film’s director, writer and principal 
actors speak portentously of 
Chuck’s “spiritual journey,” as if 
they'd made Heart of Darkness. 

But after 2-1/4 hours, a simple- 
minded, Gumpesque aphorism 
sums up what one might laughingly 
call the film’s message. As a survey 
of the human spirit, Cast Away sets 
its sights on territory as minute as 
Chuck’s island.

hink about your record collec- 
tion. Go to it if you can. Please, 
consider your record collec- 
tion: How many? What formats? 
CDs? Records? What kind, LPs, 
Seven inch, 10 inch or 12 inch EPs?

What genres do you 
ye? By which artists and why 
? When did you first become 
interested in collecting records? 
How often do you think about it?

‘of his search is an unscripted, 
unscientific plunge into the depths 
of the psyche of one who collects 
things. 
' The movie, shot entirely with a 
Hi-8 camera mounted on a tripod 

id one light, is nothing to look at 
from a technical standpoint. It is 

so worth noting that although 
Zweig visited with over a hundred 

ecord collectors, including 
elebrities like Don McKellar, 
Daniel Richler, Bruce LaBruce and 
Don Pyle, and it should follow that 
a certain percentage of those peo- 
dle would be attractive, by and 
arge no such statistical rule 
applies to record collectors. 

What keeps Vinyl interesting, 
hen, is Zweig, his subjects and 
heir record collections.

We all know from the start that 
nothing good will come of this.

“That was sort of the intention, 
to play it different using a hip-hop 
groove or whatever you want to 
call it, and I play the blues thing 
over fop. It’s kinda like, maybe the 
Jon Spencer Blues Explosion or 
the Fat Possum stuff, like R.L. 
Burnside. It’s great because it’s 
fresh sounding. I mean, if Little 
Walter was playing today he'd be 
using current sounds; he was 
always on the edge as far as that 
was concerned. I've always liked 


that kinda thing.” 

Sounds like you're keeping an 
open mind. 

“Tm trying. I mean, if you’re true 
to yourself then what comes out is 
honest. I feel with this album, I 
pushed myself into being a bit 
more vulnerable, just writing a bit 
more honestly.” 

Concentrating on his songwrit- 
ing and arrangement, Quitzau finds 
less need for the extended soloing 
that is the meat of many electric 
blues albums. 

“I'm starting to think of the 
songs as a whole piece and not so 
much worrying about guitar virtu- 
osity. That being said, I feel like 
the guitar playing I did on the 
album is the best stuff I’ve ever 
done, so while there may not be 
many super long extended solos, I 
feel it’s very strong. That’s sort of 
where I’m at now. Like the world 
needs another guitar solo. Live, it 
really gets the audience going, but 
sometimes I have to stop myself 
from going into that cliché.” 

Because now there's an army of 
15-year-old kids who can do that? 

“Yeah. And twice as good. It’s 
amazing how every generation 
gets that much better technically. 
These blues kids nowadays can 
play like old masters.” 

But the soul, Lester. They don’t 
have the soul. 

“Well, you and I know the differ- 
ence,” he says dryly.

Six years in the making, Jazz 
will incorporate 500 pieces of 
music, 75 interviews, 2,400 still 
photos and some 2,000 archival 
film clips into an amazing over- 
view of the music that has now 
been stitched and cross-stitched 
into the fabric of America for close 
to a century. 

Part of the hype aimed at the 
media has included promo kits 
outlining the spinoff projects sur- 


rounding the series. Those pro- 
jects include dozens of discs from 
compilations to a boxed set to 
definitive artists collections from 
both Sony/Legacy and Verve.
